SCHEMES WHICH DISFRANCHISE 
HIM IN THE SOUTH. 


All Sorts of Ingenious Devices Em- 
ployed by White Democrats to Cen- 
trol the Results of Elections—Prom- 
inent Citizens Become 
Various Frauds.

The story of election schemes to con- 
trol the negro vote in the South has 
been exploited a thousand times, but 
the mysteries of the systems employed 
are as yet an unexplained enigma to 
uninitiated.
